Mr. Robinson persisted, till the} 
state legislature granted a small} 
sum for the start, but a million 
dollars for the completion came 
in part from private donations 
and federal funds. 

It is difficult for visitors, gazing 
at the figures from a distance to 
realize that they are carved in 
virgin granite. Many ask how the

Visiting 
With Royalty

(Editor’s Note: On page one of 
the March 10 edition Charles 
Harris wrote of his enthusiasm 
for stamp collecting. A _ high 
school student, he used his hobby 
to help with his school work. On 
one occasion he prepared an es- 
say about Britain’s royal family, 
illustrated with stamps, the coun- 
try and catalog numbers of which 
are given herewith). 


When Albert Frederick Arthur 
George, second son of the Duke 
of York, was born on December 
14, 1895, no one had any idea 
that he might one day be King. 

His grandmother, Victoria, 
(Canada #79) was Queen, and 
when she died, Albert’s grand- 
father, the Prince of Wales, (New- 
foundland #82) became King Ed- 
ward VII. (Canada #89) 

King Edward and Queen Alex- 
andra’s (Canada #98) son was 
Albert’s father; so when Edward 
died, Albert’s father was crowned 
King George V (Canada #106) 
and his mother, Queen Mary. 
(Newfoundland #104) 

But there still was little chance 
that Albert might become King, 
for his older brother, the Prince 
of Wales, (Newfoundland #189) 
was next in line. Therefore, Al- 
bert intended to follow a naval 
career. (Canada #255) He fought 
in the Battle of Jutland, the 
greatest naval battle of World 
War I. 

In 1922 Albert met Lady Eliz- 
abeth Angela Marguerite Bowes- 
Lyon at Glamis Castle, the for- 
mer residence of Macbeth in 
Scotland. After three proposals, 
she finally accepted and they 
were married on April 26, 1923. 
(South Africa Silver Wedding) 
On April 21, 1926, their first 
child, Elizabeth Alexandra Mary, 
(Canada #211) was born. Mar- 
garet Rose was born four years 
later. Albert became Duke of 
York (Canada #212) in 1930. 

On January 16, 1936, King 
George V (Canada #218) died 
after a reign of almost twenty- 
six years. (Malta #184) Albert’s 
brother became King Edward 
VIII. 

But after ruling for only elev- 
en months, Edward (Great Brit- 
ain #232) abdicated to marry 
Wallis Simpson and the shy Duke 
of York became King George VI. 
(New Zealand #226) The Coro- 
nation took place on May 12, 
1937. (Great Britain #234) 

The King (Canada #233) had 
been strictly brought up, and he 
was careful to see that Princess 
Elizabeth (Newfoundland #255) 
and Princess Margaret Rose had 
a happy childhood. 

The King and Queen (Canada 
#248) toured Canada in 1939 and 
visited President Roosevelt at 
Hyde Park ( U. S. #930) While 
their parents were away, the two 
Princesses (Canada #246) re- 
ceived many letters and stacks of 
comic books from American chil- 
dren. 

During World War II the Royal 
Family (New Zealand #250) was 
important in keeping up with 
British morale. Even during the 
worst days of the blitz the King 
(Australia #182) refused to leave 
London. 

In 1947 the King and Queen 
(Southern Rhodesia #66) and the 
two Princesses (Swaziland #46) 
toured South Africa. Shortly after 
their return to England, the en- 
gagement of Princess Elizabeth 
(Canada #276) was announced, 
and in November she married 
Prince Philip of Greece. (Canada 
1951 Royal Visit) 

Charles, (New Zealand 1949 
Health) their first child, was 
born on November 14, 1948. His 
sister, Princess Anne, was born 
on August 15, 1950. 

A proposed trip to Australia 
was cancelled in 1949 when the 
King underwent a leg operation. 
The King was becoming notice- 
ably haggard (Canada 1950 3c) 
when, in September, 1951, part 
or all of one lung was removed. 
He seemed to recover well, and

King George’s reign was 
marked by the reducing of the 
British Empire. (Canada #86) 
India, (India #200) Burma, (Bur- 
ma #79) Pakistan, (Pakistan #20) 
and Ceylon (Ceylon #300) gained 
their independence. The British 
mandate of Palestine (Palestine 
#76) expired, and the new state 
of Israel (Israel #15) was formed.

‘She believes they could be used 
as a very convincing argument in 
the hands of a stamp collector 
speaking before groups of citi- 
zens. 

In commenting on them, Miss 
Champain writes, “A friend sent 
me some stamps, and the remark 
that they were some cheap pieces 
of paper with numbers printed on. 

“These stamps were German 
inflation stamps, after the first 
World War. They meant a lot to 
me, for they reminded me of hun- 
ger and starvation, and of the 
question, which came up _ fre- 
quently in our house, whether or 
not to buy a loaf of bread for 
4000 Marks (and later more) or 
spend the money for a stamp and 
write an important letter. 

“The fact that our United States 
postal rates have gone up, is a 
warning to me, and I wish collec- 
tors of German stamps would 
give some thought to these stamps 
and use them in their meetings as 
a subject of information on in- 
flation. 

“During the Fall of 1923 the 
German inflation was at its peak, 
and one United States dollar was 
then worth 4.2 billion paper 
marks.”

GEORGE VI & ELIZABETH II. 
Do not get excited over the pos- 
sibility of not being able to ob- 
tain stamps of King George VI. 
Collectors have been on a buying 
spree, abetted by the ads of some 
dealers and by some writers in 
the philatelic press. 

Here is what one prominent 
writer stated in a recent issue of 
his paper. “Let us state philatel- 
ically that the stamps of King 
George VI are now obsolete’— 
and—‘‘On all current King George 
YI stamps there will be no re- 
printings and from here on, sup- 
ly and demand will govern the 
prices.” 22? 

When Queen Elizabeth decreed 
a short period of mourning to 
end on June 1, 1952, the rumors 
were that the Coronation would 
take place during the summer of 
1952 and that the new Queen 
Elizabeth stamps would appear 
goon thereafter. 

The unusual demand for the 
obsolete?? stamps of King George 
has depleted the stocks of deal- 
ers and at this time there is a 
shortage of some issues, but 
these stocks can and will be re- 
plenished with or without re- 
printing. 

In order to stop all of these 
rumors the British Government 
recently announced that the cor- 
onation of Queen Elizabeth will 
take place in 1953. For more than 
200 years no British Sovereign 
has been crowned in the year of 
accession. 

Due to the abdication of Ed- 
ward VIII, the coronation of 
George VI took place within five 
months after ascending the 
throne, but this was due to the 
fact that the coronation of Ed- 
ward VIII was planned for May 

‘1937 and this date was used for 
George VI. This however was 
NOT in the same year, as the 
accession of King George VI. _ 

There are only a few firms in 
England capable of producing 
stamps in large quantities and 
during the BLITZ some of their 
equipment was destroyed and 
has not as yet all been replaced. 




















So it is almost impossible to pre- 
are and produce Queen Eliza- 
th stamps in a short time. 
Meanwhile, the postal services 

must continue and it is probable 
that all current items will be re- 
printed to supply.necessary_re- 
quirements until the Queen Eliz- 
abeth stamps are ready for re- 
lease. ; 

During the short reign of Ed- 
ward VIII and before the planned 
date for his coronation, Great 
Britain did issue four low value 
stamps which were also sur- 
charged for the Moroccos. BUT 
NO COLONY OR DOMINION is- 
sued any stamps for Edward VIII 
and none for George VI until 
after the coronation. 

CROWN AGENTS. The Crown 
Agents have just announced that 
rinting has been ordered for a 
ong list of current George VI 
items. They also announce that 
“The death of King George VI 
will necessitate changes in all 
colonial stamps bearing the Royal 
Portrait or the Royal Cipher. 
This matter is now under consid- 
eration and a further announce- 
ment will be made in due 
course.” Past experience shows 
that due course, may be from 9 
to 12 months. , 

KENYA-UGANDA. On April 1, 
1952, there will be released five 
New postage stamps. Two, the 
25e and the 40c are new values.

Searching For Information 


Since my visit to Hawaii last summer and my interest in the 
Hawaiian Missionary stamps I have searched for information in 
every possible manner. There is still much that could be learned 
if it were but possible to have complete cooperation of certain 
persons but this can hardly be hoped for. 
I am however thankful to the great num- 
ber of readers of our paper who have so 
kindly written to me and volunteered 
what facts they could offer. I believe I 
have discovered a few things not hereto- 
fore known about the Missionary stamps 
and their possible origin. It is not unusual 
to have letters from students of early 
Hawaiian stamps who speak of the present 
available books on the subject and who 
deplore the actual lack of facts in such 
books for with all the study and research 
that has been done on these stamps there 
is little in real information regarding the 
actual production of the stamps. It is not 
positively known just where the stamps 
were printed. The point is narrowed 
down pretty much to either one of two 
printing plants that were in Hawaii at 
that time, but nothing positive has been 
determined. 

In my search I have read that it was 
believed that one of the original presses

that had been in Hawaii was later taken to a place in Oregon, in 


the United States. It is with regard to this matter that I am now 
concerned for I have before me a full feature page from the Hono- 
lulu Advertiser of May 5, 1940. I want to thank Mr. Albert J. 
Schwalm of North Arlington, N. J. for his kindness in digging up 
this old page which he had kept in his files and sending it on to 
me for it contains a few remarks that bear on the subject. of this 
old press and its transfer to Oregon, 

The feature article in question was written by Gerald D. 
Burtnett, and is titled “When Hawaii Went To Press In A Little 
Grass Shack.” The article was written at the time the Printing In- 
dustry was celebrating its 500th Anniversary, 

In books on these early stamps reference is made to a certain 
printing plant that printed a newspaper called THE POLYNESIAN. 
Also reference is made to a Mr. Whitney who was the postmaster 
at the time of the issue of the Missionary stamps. In writing about 
this Mr. Whitney some writers also refer to the fact that Mr. Whit- 
mey also had a printing office and as a result of this fact they rather 
figure that the stamps may have been printed in the printing office 
of this same Mr. Whitney. 

Now comes the meat of this story in the article by Mr. Burtnett 
we find the following: 

“Edmund H. Rogers, who had accompanied the fifth com- 
pany of missionaries as a printer under a contract for wages, 
was placed in charge of the press. He remained for two years, 
A journal recognizes his qualities when it declares: ‘Mr. Rogers 
seemed sturdier than most printers sent to the Hawaiian Islands.’ 
He operated the press until 1835, the went to Lahainaluna to 
supervise the press that had been sent there. It was issuing the 
first newspaper in the Islands, Ka Lama Hawaii,’ the ‘Hawaiian 
Luminary,’ printed in Hawaiian. The first number was dated 
Feb. 14, 1834, 

“E. O. Hall took over the press in 1835 and operated it until 
1840, when Rogers returned from Lahainaluna. Rogers ran it 
until his death in 1853. 

“The last record of the press is in 1859 when a Mr. Whitney 
bought it for $1,300, to be paid in printing.” 

It will be noted that the “Press” referred to is the original and 
first printing press that was taken to Hawaii in April 1820 with 
the first missionary party. 

Thus we learn in this account by Mr. Burtnett, that this man 
Whitney whom other writers speak of as being a printer at the time 
the Missionary stamps were issued was not at that time a printer. 
That he became a printer in 1859 when he purchased the Press. We 
are not informed in this story who had possession of the Press from 
the time of the death of Mr. Rogers in 1853 until Whitney pur- 
chased it in 1859, but we do have the information that Whitney did 
not buy the Press until 1859. Of course there is the probability that 
Whitney may have owned and operated a printing plant of his own, 
other than the Press and that in 1859 he bought the Press and com- 
bined it with his own plant. This article by Mr. Burtnett however 
makes no reference to Whitney having been a printer prior to 1859. 

Later in this same article we find the following which has 
reference to the printing press sent to Oregon. 

“An unsolved mystery is, what became of the original print- 
ing press brought on the brig Thaddeus? Mention is made often 
of the press’s wearing out, but nothing has ever been said of its 
abandonment, 

“A press in Oregon has been confused with the first press 
used in Honolulu, but patient research by Howard M. Ballou has 
shown that this is a small hand press taken by E. O. Hall to the 
Oregon mission as a gift from Honolulu in 1839. Four letters 
_% the file of the Mission Board identify the Oregon press specific-

Lift Ban On Colored 


Stamp Illustrations 


Bernard D. Harmer of H. R. 
Harmer, Inc., has added informa- 
tion concerning the relaxation of 
the earlier stringent regulations 
governing the production and im- 
portation of colored reproductions 
of foreign postage stamps. 

In a letter that has been passed 
to him by a client, Ernest Child 
of Garden City, Long Island, the 
Treasury Department, Bureau of 
Customs, Washington writes that, 
in reference to an enquiry by Mr. 
Child concerning the possibility 
of importing “The Royal Philatel- 
ic Collection,” a volume to be 
published in England with colored 
illustrations, they had advised 
him in July 1951 that import 
would not be permitted. 

They continue: “In August 
1951, the British Embassy pre- 
sented the question of the admis- 
sibility of “The Royal Philatelic 
Collection” and submitted a state- 
ment with citations that all of 
the stamps reproduced in the book 
had been demonetized. 

The Bureau requested the Trea- 
sury Department to review the 
policy of prohibiting the importa- 
tion of colored illustrations of 
postage stamps, and the question 
was ultimately referred to the 
Attorney General for his opinion. 
In a letter to the Secretary of 
the Treasury, dated February 4, 
1952, the Attorney General stated 
that “since the foreign stamps in 
The Royal Philatelic Collection 
are not considered obligations by

At the turn of the century 
the driver and wheel were always 
on the right.

Holland said, “I cooperated with 
Postmaster General Jesse M. Don- 
aldson when the Post Office De- 
partment drew up the stamp and 
pushed the button to start the 
presses rolling to print them, but 
neither of us realized the driver 
of the old car was sitting on the 
wrong side.”

time consuming laws ever foisted 
on the Post Office Department. 
The postal clerks and the people 
who buy the cards should now 
all be happy—at least until the 
next monkey wrench is thrown 
from some as yet unsuspected 
source, 





What does it take to get a com- 
memorative stamp issued? That 
is a question which has plagued 
numerous organizations and indi- 
viduals who for some reason or 
another have become _ stamp 
minded. There seems to be no 
set rule or procedure for the task. 

You do not even have to have 
a worthy subject all the time, as 
witness some of the stinkers of 
the past ten years, or a reason- 
able anniversary. But having 
both does help, especially on 
something of national historical 
importance. 

Getting a stamp issued depends 
to a great extent on “who you 
know in the high echelons of 
government.” All too often it 
takes continuous plugging 
throughout the years until the 
right man occupies the right spot, 
and thinks the same as you do 
about the matter. 

As an example, you'd think 
that there would be little objec- 
tion to a series of stamps such as 
the National Parks which did 
such a fine job of publicizing 
these beautiful places of recrea- 
tion and scenery which belong to 
all of us. But such a series was 
a long time in coming. 

As early as 1912 a suggestion 
was made by a national organiza- 
tion of business men that our na- 
tional scenic beauty spots be 
shown. In 1925, when Steven 
Mather, first director of the Na- 
tional Parks Service suggested 
stamps with scenes from the parks 
it was referred to the Post Office 
Department, 

This huge, money-making 
branch of the government ap- 
proached the idea with its usual 
efficiency and despatch—it dallied 
with it for eight years. The POD 
always pleaded too full a schedule, 

It was not until 1933 when the 
late Harold L. Ickes became Sec- 
retary of the Interior in the first 
Roosevelt administration that the 
right man in the right spot was 
interested, 

Mr. Ickes always was more 
than somewhat irked with red 
tape, and moreso when he was 
told by the POD that the Park 
set couldn’t be produced because 
of the old standard excuse “Our 
schedule is too full.” 

So in 1933 Harold took the bull 
by the horns, first declaring 1934 
National Park Year, then bringing 
up the matter of a National Parks 
set during an early March cabinet 
meeting. Apparently Ickes got 
some..support from “the Chief” 
(FDR), and some cooperation from 
PMG Farley for some weeks later 
Farley and Ickes met to lay plans. 

Results of this meeting bore 
fruit in the form of a public an- 
nouncement by Farley that a Na- 
tional Parks series had been au- 
thorized to mark National Parks 
Year. 

The result was a set of stamps 
which for design and color has 
held its own throughout the 
years. And that was 22 years 
after the idea, a darn good one, 
had been offered. 

In the past few years agitation 
has been made for another Parks 
series, this time showing some of 
the animals and birds living in 
them, against a park background. 

Wonder how long it will take, 
or who the right man will be on 
this one. 


Before the close of the current 

exhibition season, which started 
early last fall, those of you who 
have made no effort to take in 
some of the better shows, should 
take every opportunity of doing 
so. 
I especially urge those who are 
now at that distressing stage of 
their _ philatelic careers where 
they know that the printed al- 
bums will no longer serve their 
needs, and are somewhat timid 
and inexperienced about graduat- 
ing to the blank pages. 

At the good shows they will see 
any number of exhibits on the

Austrians Have 


Cupid As Mailman 


Two commemoratives and a 
semipostal were made available 
for postage by Austria in the 
early part of March. 

One of the commems memoria- 
lizes Dr. Kar] Ritter von Ghega, 
an Austrian railroad engineer 
who built the famed Semmering 
mountain railroad which connects 
Lower Austria with Styria. It has 
a value of 1 Schilling and a color 
of blue green. There was a pro- 
duction of 800,000 stamps which 
were first placed on sale Febru- 
ary 27 and became valid for pos- 
tage on March 1. 

Josef Schrammel, composer and 
originator of the typically Vien- 
nese “Schrammel” music, is the 
person recognized by the second 
commem. His instrumental quar- 
tets consisted of two violins, an 
accordion and a zither. They 
played at a number of Vienna’s 
a gardens being very popu- 
ar. 

The Schrammel stamp has a 
denomination of 1.50S and is ul- 
tramarine in color. It too had 
printing of 800,000. It was first 
placed on sale in the post offices 
on February 27 and became valid 
for postage on March 3.

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In my recent article about the 
Australian Christmas Seals of 
1951 (January 7, 1952) I made 
no mention of seals ~vhich ap- 
peared for the first time this 
past year and about which I 
knew nothing at the time. 











These are produced by and for 
the T. B. Sailors, Soldiers & 
Airmen’s Association of Queens- 
land. As the name of the organ- 
ization signifies, it is concerned 
with the medical welfare of ex- 
servicemen and women now 
about 140 in number. 

Unlike other Christmas Seals 
which sell at 1d each, these are 
priced at 3d. They come eighty 
to the sheet with eight differ- 
ent designs repeated consecutive- 
ly throughout, row for row. 

Their first day of issue was 
November 1, 1951. 

Printing was by Watson, Fer- 


guson & Company of South 
Brisbane by lithography. There 
are five colors distributed 


throughout the eight designs but 
all colors do not always appear 
on each seal. They are red, yel- 
low, blue, green and black, 
Separation between the seals 
is by roulette each seal in the 
sheet being rouletted on four

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CHAPTER XXIII 


The story of the largest single Defense error find in the nation— 
a tremendous load of 3c errors at the Flint, Mich., post office—is the 
story of areal buddy. The word “buddy” has lost the special mean- 
ing it had back in the days of World War I, but that’s where this 


story starts. 


Two men fought shoulder to shoulder in the U. S..Marines 


through three years of bloody conflict, in 1917-19. 
Soissons, Chateau Thierry and Belleau Woods together. 


They were at 
They were 


friends, tested and true. They were “buddies” in the real sense of 


the word in that day. 

When the war was over, one 
went into the postal service at 
Flint, Mich., and the second com- 
pleted his university training and 
became, in time, the sanitary en- 
gineer for the City of Flint. The 
second man was W. Glenn Hol- 
stine. Starting in 1930, he also 
built up a fine part-time business 
as a stamp dealer specializing in 
U. S. commemoratives and semi- 
postals of the world. 

One day early in August, 1942, 
Holstine received a telephone call 
from his friend in the Flint post 
office, telling him to “come over 
at once and take a look at what 








from his lifelong friend and 
buddy that led to one of the most 
exciting chapters in the life of 
Glenn Holstine. 

Holstine found that he had been 
called in on the ground floor of 
an unbelievably large quantity of 
3c imperforate errors. He found 
pad after pad of the 3c Defense 
that were filled with sheets con- 
taining errors. They occurred on 
either the right or left side of the 
sheet, but never on both sides 
simultaneously. The Flint find 
was remarkable both for the tre- 
mendous quantity of the errors 





found and because the blocks 
were so numerous. 

“I spent hours in checking over 
the wholesale stamp stock of the 
Defense issue,” Holstine wrote. 
“I laid aside the pads of stamps 
in which the errors appeared. I 
bought about 100 complete sheets, 
having a total face value of $300, 
and stripped the errors out of the 
balance.” 

Holstine ran a couple small ad- 
vertisements in stamp periodicals, 
offered the 3c Defense errors in 
wholesale lots. In no time at all 
the word spread among stamp 
dealers everywhere in the nation 
that “Glenn Holstine in Flint, 
Michigan” was the “man to see” 
for 3c errors. 

He then supplied wholesale 
quantities to all of the larger deal- 
ers including Stanley Gibbons, H. 
E. Harris & Co., Raymond Weil & 
Co., and Adam K. Bert of Pitts- 
burgh. Holstine wrote: 

“While I do not wish to appear 
as though I am bragging, I actual- 
ly had to hire a party to answer 
the telephone, take telegrams and 
cablegrams so that I could get a 
little sleep at night.” 

He wholesaled the errors abroad 
to dealers in England, France and 
Australia. In the fall of 1947, 
when Holstine was interviewed 
by mail, he reported that he still 
had “plenty of the 3c errors left 
to sell,” but two years later in 


1949, he reported that he had 
“sold out.” 

Holstine quite understandably 
was a little reluctant in telling 
the approximate number of 3c 
errors that he found in the Flint 
post office. However, in response 
to several direct questions he 
wrote that he had shared in the 
errors to such an extent that 
“they paid for a beautiful log 
cabin home on our largest inland 
lake in Michigan, about 200 miles 
north of Flint” and now Holstine 
spends every weekend there fish- 
ing in season. In 1949, he wrote 
that he was trying to wind up his 
philatelic interests and get out of 
the stamp business “because I 
have too many other affairs.” He 
also is the owner of a fishing 
tackle business. 

During the first big year of the 
Defense error rush, Holstine had 
Scores of interesting experiences. 
For example, an Army captain 
stopped in Flint one afternoon 
and looked up Holstine in order 
to buy a supply of the 3c errors. 
This Army. captain had partici- 
pated in a find of Ic errors, re- 
portedly in Wichita, Kan., and 
Holstine wrote that he bought 100 
full le sheets, each sheet showing 
a true imperf pair or block. 

Holstine also stated that when 
the errors first came upon the 
philatelic scene, “I bought 2 2c 
blocks from one party at $8 per 
blocks and then turned around 
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and sold them immediately as a 
lot at an average of $12 apiece, 
I had been promised more of the 
2c blocks but before I could get 
them, the owner was killed in ay 
auto accident.” 

Holstine was reminded that 
true 2c blocks have turned out tg 
be the scarcest of all among the 
Defense errors; and also that 
many dealers have sold near. 
blocks as the real thing. But Hol. 
stine, a dealer himself, who ought 
to know what’s what, insisted that 
“every one of the blocks that J 
had of the 2c value were just 
about 100 per cent perfect. My 
expectations were to get more, 
but the accident changed al] 
plans.”

CANADA—On April 1 the new 
20c postage stamp devoted to for- 
estry products, which was select- 
ed from entries submitted by 
Canadian artists at the invitation 
of the Post Office Department, 
will be released. 

The main theme of the design 
will be a broad strip of wood 
which, at the extreme left, is cut 
to form a simple coniferous tree 
shape and at the extreme right 
is bleached and curved into a curl 
of paper.

At the same time P. Ostrow 
notes that three airmails have 
been issued by the Military Gov- 
ernment of the B-Zone for the 
UPU jubilee. Values are report- 
ed as 5, 15 and 25 dinars. 

PHILIPPINES—The 5 centavos 
and “O.B.” stamps, first of the 
“Famous Filipino” series, will be 
placed on sale March 17 at Ma- 
nila. The central motif is a vig- 
nette of Marcelo H. del Pilar, a 
lawyer and journalist, who was 
a leader of the propaganda move- 
ment during the Spanish regime 
and edited “La Solidaridad” un- 
der the pen name of Plaridel. 
These stamps will both be in red. 

TURKEY—Sets have been fore- 
cast for the Turkish Korea Volun- 
teers, the centenary of the birth 
of Abdulhak Hamid Turhan and 
the Agriculture Institute. The 
first two issues will consist of 15, 
20, 30 and 60 kurus denominations, 





Ryukyus Plan Stamp 


For First Anniversary 

On April 1 there is to be a 
single 3 yen commemorative 
stamp issued by the government 
of the Ryukyus Islands to mark 
the first anniversary of its found- 
ing. According to Jack Paul of 
Chicago, this announcement was 
made by a responsible postal offi- 
cial of the Ryukus. 
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WILLIAM HENRY HARRISON 
9th President 


Born in Berkley, Va. 1773——died 
in 1841. He served in the army 
beginning at age 18, and until ap- 
pointed governor of the North- 
west territory in 1798. (North- 
west territory was that vast 
stretch of land which now com- 
poses some five of our Midwest- 
ern states—it was obtained after 
George Rogers Clark’s victory at 
Vincennes, after which we acquir- 
ed the territory in the treaty of 
1783.) 

He became governor of Indiana 
in 1800, and between the years 
1803-1811 he _ effected several 
boundary agreements with the 
Indians, but ultimately he came 
into conflict with them at the 
battle of the Tippecanoe River, 
where, with 900 soldiers, he turn- 
ed back 2000 Indians under chiefs 
White Loon and Stone Eater, with 
the great chief Tecumseh on the 
sidelines. The defeat made Te- 
cumseh ‘lose heap much face’ 
among the tribes, while Harrison 
became the nation’s hero. 

In the fighting with Britain 
which followed, he attained the 
rank of major-general. In 1816 
he entered Congress—the Ohio 
senate in 1819—the U. S. senate 
in 1825—U. S. minister to Colom- 
bia in 1828. 

Harrison was the unsuccessful 
Whig candidate for President in 
1836, but the party elected him 
President of the U. S. in 1840. He 
served as such exactly one month 
—from March 4 to April 4 1841— 
when he died of pneumonia after 
a lifetime of exposure to all man- 
ner of climes and battle condi- 
tions. 

(Note—As it turned out, he was 
the grandfather of Benjamin Har- 
rison, our 23rd President.)

quil is turned about. The view 
is now from the ocean, with the 
huge, white-topped Mount Chim- 
borazo landward in the distance. 
The first stamp with the new type 
of arms that I have seen is a re- 











Stamp from a sheet of revenue 
paper of the 1850’s. It introduces 
the estuary of the Guayaquil 
River, which became the central 
subject of the national arms. The 
condor is there. He is about to 
alight on a peak of the right head- 
land. The peak at the left con- 
tains what seems to be a signal 
and watch tower, obviously a 
relic of the days when pirates 
roamed the waters off South 
America searching for Spanish 
treasure galleons, and looting cost- 
al towns. 


venue of 1928. However some of 
the revenue stamps are still 
being printed from the old plates. 

Another innovation found in the 
new arms is the placing of cer- 
tain symbols in the zodiac. Col- 
lectors can find this new type 
portrayed on the 1943 Postal Tax 
Stamp, Scott’s No. RA58. With 
the aid of a glass one can make 
out the four symbols in the zo- 
‘diac, although they are tiny. 

It is evident that the signs in 
the zodiac on the national arms 
were changed a number of times 
by official decrees. I have men- 
tioned the symbols on the silver 
coin of 1845. . The arms of the 
1860’s on a sheet of revenue pa- 
per depicts figures instead of sym- 
bols in the zodiac. To the right 
of the sun are the Pisces (Fishes), 
and to the left that of Capricornus 
(Goat). 


More Data on the Arms 


A correspondent sent me a copy 
of the July, 1950, Quarterly of the 
Ecuadorian Philatelic Society 
(AEF). In it I found an article on 
the Ecuadorian Arms by Samuel 
Valarezo Delgado. He enlightens 
me on some aspects of the arms 
heretofore unknown to me. 

Mr. Delgado in describing the 
present arms states that the sym- 
bols in the zodiac—Aries, Taurus,

Gemini and Cancer, stand for the 
months of March, April, May and 
June, the months of the success- 
ful rebellion against Flores. 

Flores was the first president 
and held the position several 
terms. The revolt referred to ap- 
parently was his effort to rein- 
state the Dictator Nabao into the 
office of the presidency by armed 
force, which happened in 1856. 
However, the changing of the 
signs in the zodiac to commemo- 
rate this event must have occur- 
red many years afterwards. 

I also learned from Mr. Del- 
gado that the ship at the mouth 
of the river is the “Guayas”’, the 
first steam boat built in Ecuador 
and South America, it having 
been constructed at Guayaquil in 
1841, 

Mr. Delgado also goes into the 
subject of the Indians of the pre- 
Spanish Inca Kingdom of Quito 
having been sun worshippers. (So 
were most of the other Indians of 
South America). This worship 
undoubtedly influenced the selec- 
tion of the sun as a device of the 
Ecuadorian national arms, 

And Ecuador being located di- 
rectly under the equator, the 
pathway of the sun in the form 
of the zodiac would naturally 
have suggested itself to indicate 
the sun at is zenith, 

When I first outlined this arti- 
cle I stated that the stamps of 
Ecuador were the only ones to 
my knowledge on which the zo- 
diac was depicted. 

Since then, Argentina in 1946 
issued a stamp with the subject 
of an astrolabe—an instrument 
representing the globe, which at 
one time was employed for ascer- 
taining the latitude and the longi- 
tude of a geographical position— 
around which an airplane has left 
a zodiac of flight. The near side 
of this wake is marked by the 
signs of Cancer, Leo, Virgo and 
Libra.
